August 10 


Plasma, so effective in the treat- 
ment of shock as in the case of severe 
burns, is stored in every hospital in 
Alberta by the Canadian Red Cross. It 
is then available for immediate use in 
times of emergency. Plasma is pro- 
cessed from the serum part of blood 
and shown above a member of the 
Canadian Red Créss Transfusion Ser- 
vice in Calgary is seen separating the 
serum from the blood cells. This work 


is carried out under most sterile con- 
ditions in a room illuminated by u'tra 
violet light which kills any bacteria 
in the air. This light is also injurious 
to. the eyes and a special mask must 
be worn by the operator. All blood 
not used within twenty-four hours 
after the date it is collected is made 
into plasma, thereby avoiding any 
waste.

Artery of Civilization 
PRINTING 


This is a reprint article taken from 
the CIL Oval written by L. C. Hazelton 


Letterpress and lithographic tech- 
niques advanced very little from the 
time of their respective discoveries 
until 1840. By then photography had 
reached the stage of practical develop- 
ment, so thet these printing processes 
began to change. It was not until the 
turn of the century, however, that 
photography became a major element 
in all three processes. At that time 
photo-engraving began to take the 
place of woodcuts in letterpress print- 
ing, and four-color printing 
appeared in rotogravure. In_ litho- 
graphic printing, photo-transfers were 
being used for lithographic plates, and 
in 1906 offset printing was born.
